AFTER A BRIEP MARRIED LIFE. 

GARWOOD v. Garwoop AND Hanrıs.—This 
case, which was partly heard last woek, was 
concluded on Thursday.—Mr. Justice Jeuno, 
in directing the jury, said the case had been 
a long, complicated, and in many respects 
painful inquiry, but it had not been unduly 
prolonged, considering the grave nature of the 
charges involved and the serious imputations 
made.
